The G.O.P. majority threw 


aside stubborn Democratic oppo- 
sition to the budget in the Sen- 
ate yesterday. The minority con- 
tended that Dewey's 1050-51 fis- 
cal program was "bunk and hum- 
bug." Republicans called it "sane 
ami sound," 
The budget ,is second only to 


this year's as the highest in state 
history. It provides a $77,600,000 
slash in appropriations from the 
all-time high of $939,585,000 for 
1949-50. 
Before adjournment, expected 
during the week of March 12, the 
Legislature is slated to enact a 
new state rent control low and 
work out details for financing 
school construction and the state 
Thru way. It also must pass a 
supplemental budget. 
The budget for the fiscal year 
beginning April 1 extends for an- 
other year _ the 10 per cent "for- 
giveness" in the state income 
tax, No tax changes are included. 
Despite their attacks on the 
budget the Democrats, with two 
exceptions, wont along'with the 
Republicans on the final Senate 
vote. Fred G. Moritt of Brook- 
lyn cast the lone dishenlinu vote, 
and Peter J. Kalessamlro of W«- 
tervilct abstained.

Neither Britain not1 its friends in the free 


world should be happy over the outcome of 
the British elections, Labor's narrow victory 
upells- unstable government in a corner of 
th" earth where stability has been the rule 
tnrt is vitally nerded now. 
. 


H is conceded on alt sides that,the results 


make* another election a certainty within 
three to nine months. Labor holds only about 
a twcnty-aeat edge over the Conservatives. 
And its •margin over the combined opposition 
to half that figure. 


In this unhappy situation Prime Minister 


Attle* and his I-abor cabinet have decided 
to carry on. Short of calling for another 
electjon immediately, they have no other 
choice. Coalition with the Conservatives Is 
politically impossible. 


The- Conservatives naturally will seek 


every opportunity to unseat the Labor gov- 
(wnment by gaining a. vote of "no confi- 
dence" Jn it on nom« crucial Issue in the 
House Of Commons. 


Labor thut will be confined largely to ahort 


nut plans, for It can't b* sure it will be on 
hand to execute any long-range proposals. It 
Is likely to pursue a cautious course, to avoid 
touchy problems where It may be short of 
the full atrength It needs in Commons to re- 
tain power. 


Almost certainly this mean* n curb on 


further socializing of British industry. And 
Labor likely wilt go slow on Introducing any 
more "austerity" into the daily lives of Brit- 
mins plainly weary of controls and shortages. 
No nratte* what policy it follows, Labor will 
have to hoard its voting strength to be ready 
at all time* for surprise assaults from the 
opposition. 


Even with every precaution its improbable 


Labor will squeak through for long. But it 
has been done. In 1847 the winning party 
held a one-seat edge and managed to cling 
to power for the full five years allowed be 
fore another election becomes mandatory. 
In 1852 the winner was little better off, with 
a thtrteen-scat margin, but again lasted the 
full distance. 


Yet the Issues of 1850 look small beside 


today's. For example, Britain should soon 
decide on economic measures for 1952, when 
Marshall Plan aid is due to end. And the 
country's role in Western European defense 
must be worked out anew. What can'a shaky 
Labor government do about such matters? 


Labor actually gained a minority of the 


popular vote in this election. But it lossless 
than two per cent o£ the share it had in 1945, 
when it won a 200-seat edge in Commons. 
Its total vote was more than 1,000,000 higher 
than five yeai-s ago—the British population 
is up. 


The Conservatives, on the other hand, 


pk-ked up an additional three and one-half 
per cent of the popular vote. They took 
some from Labor, but probably more from 
the lesser parties which this time' wore 
smothered. 
The Conservatives 
benefited 


from a remodeling of election districts that 
bunched their strength better. 


The Communists were crushed. A sad 


casualty was the Liberal Party. Striving for 
a comeback, it failed to match the seats it 
held in the lust Parliament. The consensus 
is that the Liberals are through. 


The 2,700,000 who voted Liberal this time 


probably hold the key to the next election. 
Most of this number arc likely to switch in 
a future bulletin?;, for they will know that a 
Liberal vote will be wanted and, more, im- 
portant, thnt they can help to break the 
present deadlock between Labor and the 
Conscrva t i vo.s'. 


Both leading parties are sure to bend every 


effort toward luring these voters into their 
camp. For the sake of Britain and its demo- 
cratic friends outside, it will be well for this 
big block of citizens to swing decisively one 
way or the other. Another result as close 
as this one would be almost disastrous.

that one. may hrtp, but an entire bottle taken at 
once will kill quickly, should remember that they 
are not novel In their attitude, 
It WM »n old custom among primitive people* 
to kilt the slek. Dr. Nansen wrote of the primitive 
Greenlamters that thett moral code was "to haiten 
the death of those who are sick and In great suffer- 
ing, or ot those in delirium, of which they have * 
great horror."

In the examination of recruits for overseas 


service in World W»r 3, our instructions as medical 
officers were to reject anyone in whom no lower 
tooth met the tooth above it (which would render 
him hwapaable of chewing properly). Notwith- 
standing this low requirement, about seven in every 
20 were found to be without even this Slight biting 
surface. 


Before the war was half over, instructions 


wore issued allowing medical officers to accept 
i-ccruita who had plateg or dentures to supply the 
necessary reQuirement, 


Although infected teeth arc the greatest single 
causg of infection, the need of chewing surface is 
most important to our general health. 
In "The Journal of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation," Henry I. Green, D.D.S,, Sarmiel Drei-vten, 
1XD.&, and Tom D, Spies, M.D., Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, state that It has been observed repeatedly' 
at tlic Nutrition Clinic of the Hillman Hospital, Sir- 
mingham, that many adult patients seeWng treat- 
ment for nutritional disorders "have poor or missing 
teeth, From these observations1 they point out the 
close relationship between a poor condition of the 
teeth and the nutrition of the individual. 
Four hundred and forty-six patients wore se- 
lected consecutively as they came for observation 
and treatment to the Nutrition Clink' of the Hill- 
man-Hospitnl. Each patient was given a'thorough 
mouth examination and was classified as without 
teeth <edentulous) w with teeth edentulous). The 
patients without natural teeth were divided into 
(a) patients who had in-fitting dentures, lacked 
one or both dentures, or were unable to use their 
dentures efficiently because of mouth disturbances, 
and (b) patients with well-balanced, useful den- 
tures. Patients with teeth .were divided into («) 
tliose with one or more natural teeth, <b> those 
with three opposing teeth, and (c) those with less 
than three 'opposing teeth. 


Of the 446 patients studied. 268 were without 
natural teeth and 178 had teeth. Of the 268 without 
mttural teeth, only 49 had well-balanced, useful 
dentures and the other 219 did not have.satisfac- 
tory chewing surfaces. Of the 178 with natural 
teeth 82 had less than three opposing bach grind- 
ing teeth.

A Teacher and • PnychoIogUt 


A farmer can love his land, and a sailor can love the sea, an air- 
man can love his plfine»—but a high school kid just plain can't admit 
he loves his school. Not to another kid, anyway. 
Now I know there are exceptions—maybe more mature than the 
others, strong enough or highly-enough regarded to risk the laughter 
and teasing of their classmates. 
But most ot them, it has seemed 


to me, exude embarrassment if they are caught with nose too deep, 
in book. They make excuses, and start talking about basketball. 
Brawn. a«d good physical coordination are valued—while brains are; 
something to be camouflaged, or used for coasting through classes 
without studying. 
j 
It was that way when I went to si-hool, at least. And us an in- 
veterate eavesdropper on school buses, I don't notice too much change, 
I asked a teacher, recently, what she thought. 
Dft the boys and 
girls of today just talk big amongst themselves—bragging about how 
they don't do their homework? Do they change when they are in 
the classroom? 
"There are exceptions," she said, "tnit most ot them are Indiffer- 


ent. They feel that if they study too much, or take an Interest, they 
won't be 'one of the gang'." 
What about subjects that they might Consider really practical? 


For the girls—home economics, for instance. 
She shook her head. "There's no rual interest. And yet In a few 
years most of the girls will be marriud, with homes of their own." 
She said it was a common experience for "old grads" to come up to 
their teachers and tell them how they regretted not having "paid 
attention" when they were in school. 
Her explnnutiqn was that the teen-age diet of thrills in movies, 
radio, television, comic books, magazines and sports had made class- 
room work seem much too tame and boring. 


"The kids are jaded," she said. 
Another answer to the question of "how do they get th»t way?" 
was given by psychologist Felix Zaffire, speaking before Kingston's 
Dinner Club recently. 
He said high schoolers were treated like children, despite the fact 
that within a few years of graduation they would be voting, holding 
jobs, coring for children and taking enormous social responsibilities. 
Rebellion against restraints, rebellion against being treated like 


irresponsible children might well cause teen-agers to turn -from the 
most restrained channels—work in class—to the least restrained— 
sports. 
In sports, the teen-ager can and often does exceed his coach in 
physical proficiency. He takes responsibility, he assumes stature in 
Ms own eyes and In the eyes of his community. 
Zaffire, to prove his point, told ot a school in which the students 


were given complete charge of all discipline. 
After a period ot 


pandemonium, order emerged, he said, and the school became "model" 
In every way.

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AirKnes Planes Hit 
By Ground Strike 


New York, March 2 UP)—Most 


American Airlines planes stood 
idle \today at airportt across the' 
country. A few warmed up, and 
took off But not many 


Operations of the nation's larg- 


est domestic airline were throt- 
tled to a fraction of normal by « 
const-to-coaflt strike of ground 
crewmen. 


The C.IO Transpoit Workers 


Union picdicted nli of the com- 
pany's planes—passenger <and car- 
go carriers alike — would be 
grounded by nightfall. 
The strike, which affects more 
than 4,000 maintenance and sup- 
ply workers In 34 cities, began 
yosteiday morning after protract- 
ed contract negotiations failed. 
But by noon, service began to 
bog down. 
There was nobody to service 
the planes with fuel, and make 
engine checks. There was nobody 
to load luggage and other cargo 
and stores, nobody to tend the 
hangars, or drive airport trucks. 
Supervisory and Other employes 
tiled to pinch-hit on the jobs, but 
they couldn't keep up. 
At the end of the day, only 40 
out of 189 scheduled passenger 
flights had moved. 


Although ground crews are cm- 
ployed in only 34 cities, the strike 
affects air service at 70 cities 
along the transcontinental routes 
of the airline. 
Last night, the company ap- 
pealed to the strikers to return to 
work But the appeal apparently 
got no results. No ground crew- 
men showed up for the early- 
morning shift at La Guurdla field 
hero. 
"We'll stay out until we win 
our full slate of demands," said 
James Horst, director of the un- 
ion's air- transport division 
The union wants a 20-cent hour- 
ly wage increase, a job security 
clause and other benefits. Its con- 
tract expired Dec. 31, but was ex- 
tended until yesterday. 
Present pay rates range from 
$1.02 to $2.14 an hour for main- 
tenance men and from S1.58 to

eliminate the payment of any kind 
of bonus to such players. 


"I have been discussing this 


problem with representatives of 
other clubs," the star shortstop 
ot the St Louis Cardinals said, 
"and we all agree that something 
must be dene. We feel that not 
only do payments of large bonuses 
to untried players deprive the 
proven players of money to which 
they are entitled but tends to 
cause dissension and disharmony 
on a ball club. 
"1 personally think that the 
continuation of such practices wlil 
same day ruin baseball" 


Marion disclosed that four Na- 
tional League clubs, including the 
Cardinals, have voted to eliminate 
the payment of bonuses of any
